I* Gardening I in the perfection to which it has be 
in England I is entitled to a place of considerable ran 
eral arts* It is as superior to landskip painting^ as 
a representation: it is an exertion of fancy, a subjec 
and being relaased now from the restraints of ree^ilari 
beyond the purposes of domestic conyeniencei the most 
most simple, the most noble scenes of nature are all w 
ince: for it is no longer confined to the sopts froia w 
its name, but regulates also the disposition and erabel 
park, a farni, or a riding; and the business of a garde: 
and to apply whatever is great, elogant or characteris 
them; to discover and to shew all the advantages of th 
which he is employed; to supply its defeats, to oorrec 
and to improve its beauties. For these operations, th< 
nature are still his only materials. Hia first enqnir;

Nature, always simple, employs but four materials in tl 
of her scenes, ground, wood, water, and rocks . The cu 
nature has introduood a fifth species, the buildings r 
the accommodation of men. iiach of these again admit o 
their figure, diiiienslons, colour, and situation. IJver;

There are, however, occasions on which a plane nay b(

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sometimes alloving the rudest waste to add Its soil to the 
tre, he realized the oomposltlons of the greatest i^asters 
.here objeots were wanting to anlLiate his horizon, his tuis 
ohitect oould bestow inmediate terrainatlon* His buildiriirs 
his temples, wore more the works of his poxioil than of hi a 
\'ie owe the restoration of Greece , and the diffusion of arc 
his skill In landskip* 

But of all the beauties he added to the face of this bea 
none surpassed his manac;o;:ient of water. Adieu to oanals, 
and casoades tumbling down marble steps that last absurd m 
Italian and French villas.

A \ons strait line has no variety at all; and a li'itle devia^ 
curve if there be still a continued uniformity, is but a tri: 
iaent* TTiough ground all falling the saiie way requires every 
its general tendency, yet the eye must not dart down the who! 
irjnediately in one direction, but stould be insensibly condu< 
the principal point with some circuity and delay* The chann^ 
hillocks ought never to run in strait, nor even in regularly 
but winding gently auiong them, and constantly varying in fon 
menslons, should gradually find their way* The beauty of a !

an aseemblage of many distinct and considerable parts thrown 
as when several rising grounds appear one bi^ond another, a i 
seen above a slanting sweep which runs before it, has a beaul 
which a nearer resemblance would destroy: and (except in pari 
stances) a close similarity between lines which either cross ^ 
rise behind one another, makes a poor, uniform, disagreeable

which rise superior to all regulations, and perhaps owe part 
force to their deviation from them* Singularity causes at l€ 
and surprise Is allied to astonishment* These effects are nc 
attached merely to objects of enormous size; they frequently 
by a greatness of style and (diaracter, within such an extent 
labour may modify, and the compass of a garden include* The 
fore may not be useless wlt'ln these narrow bounds; but natui 
further, beyond the utmost verge to which art can follow; and 
licentiously wlid^ not content with contrast, forcos even cor 
to unite* The grotesque discordant shapea, which are often 1 
tumbled together, might sufficiently Justify tlie remark. Rut 
does not stop heret to mix with such shapes a form perfectly 
still more extravagant; and yet the effect is sometimes so wc 
we cannot with the extravagance corrected* It is not unsual 
ioal hill standing out from a long, Irregular, mountainous rl

XII • In these instances, the ground is the principal oonsi 
but previous to any enquiry into the greater effects of wood wl 
itself an object, an examination of the characteristic differe 
j^rees and shrubs is neces ary« I do not loean botanical distin 
mean apparent, not essential varieties; and those must be obvli 
slderable, to merit regard in the disposition of the objects t 
tinguisht 

Trees and shrubs are of different shapes, greens, and grwot 

The varieties in their shapes may be reduced to the f ollowi 

Some thick with branches and foliage have almost an appeara: 
•olidity, as the beech and the olm, the lilac and seringa. Ot: 
boughs and of leaves soem light and airy, as the ash and the a: 
common arbor vitae, and the tamarisk. 

There is a mean betwixt the two extremes, very distinguisha 
both, as in the bladder-nut, and the ashen-leavod maple • 

They m«y again be divided into those whose branches begin f 
eround, and those which shoot up in a stem before their branch 
Trees which have some, not much clear stem, as several of the 
belong to the former class; but a very short stem will rank a 
as the althaea, in the latter, 

(jf those whose branches begin from the ground, some rise in 
figure, as the larch, the cedar of Lebanon, and the holly, So] 
out in the middle of their growth, and diuinish at both ends, j 
riiouth pine, the laountain ash, and the lilac: and some are irre, 
bushy from the top to the bottom, as the evergreen oak, the Vi: 
cedar, and Guelder rose. 

There is a great difference between one whose base is very : 
anot^ er whose base is very small, in proportion to its height: 
of Lebanon, and the cypress, are instances of such a difference 
both the branches begin from the ground. 

The heads of those which shoot up into a stem before their ^ 
gin, sometimes are slender cones, as of xaany firs: sometimes a: 
cones, as of the horse-chestnut; sometiiues they are round, as ( 
pine, and most sorts of fr\iit trees; and sometiiaos irregular, 
elm« Of this last kind there are raany considerable varieties. 

The granches of some grow horizontally, as of the oak. In < 
tend upwards, as in the laii^ond, and in several sorts of broom, 
wilJLows, In others th^ fall, as in the lime, and the acacia; 
of these last they incline obliquely, as in many of the firs; 
they hang directly down, as in the weeping willow. 

These are the moatobvious great distinctions in the shapes < 
shrubs# The differences between shades of green cannot be so 
blejbut these also will be found well deserving of attention, 
Terhaps thetr are few, if any, which do not put forth branche 
bottom: but in some, the lower branchr^s are, from various circ^

deserve attention* Even the texture of the leaves frequently < 
maxtj different appearances; some have a stiffness, some an agi] 
which they are more or less proper for several purposes: on mai 
very useful at times to enliven, at other times too glittering 
of the plantation* But all these inferior varieties are below 
in the consideration of great effects: they are of consequence 
the plantation is near to the sight; where it skirts a home sc^

or which to leave; at the least will often point out those w>ii 
blemishes, ought to be taken away; and the reiioval of two or 1 
will sometimes accomplish the design. The number of beautifu: 
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and agreftabls XDasses^ whloh may decorate the surface, is so grog 
where the place will not admit of one, another is always ready; 
no delioacy of finishing is required, no minute exactness is woi 
carding, great effects will not be disconcerted by small btostruc 
and little disappointment 8» 

The contrasts, however, of .asses and of groupes, must not be 
strong^ where greatness is the character of the wood; for unity 
essential to greatness: but if direct oppositos be placed close 
the wood is no longer one object; it is only a confused collect i 
sereral separate plantations; whereas if the progress be gradual 
the one to the other, shapes and tints widely different may ass€ 
the same surface; and each should ojcupy a considerable space: a 
tree, or a small cluster of trees, in the midst of an extensive 
in size but a speck, and in colour but a spot; the croupes and t 
nnist be large to produce any sensible variety* 

Yet single trees in the midst of a wood, though seldom of usq 
versify a surface, often deserve particular regard as individual 
are important to the greatness of the whole » The superficies ol 
shrubby thicket, how extensive soever, does not convey the same 
of magnificence, as a hanging wood; and yet at first sight, the 
ence is not always very discernible: it often requires time to c 
the several ciroumstances in the latter, which suggest the clevc 
which that broad expanse of foliage is raised, the vastness of t 
which support it so high, the extent of the branches which sproq 
fart when these circumstances, all of grandeur, croud together i 
mind^ they dignify the space, which without them )slght pp indif J 
be, the superficies of a thicket, or the surface of a wood: but 
large trees, not emlB&tit above all about them, but distinguishe( 
slight separation, and obvious at a glance, immediately resolve 
doubt; they are noble objects in themselsres; becone the situati 
serve as a maasure to the rest* On the same principle, trees w1 
are thin of boughs and of leaves, those whose branches tend upwij 
or whose heads rise in slender cones, have an appearance more o: 
than of Importance, and are blemishes in a wood where greatness 
prevailing idea# Those, on the contrary, whose branches hang d 
down, have a breadth of head which suits with such a situation, 
their own peculiar beauty be lost in it* 

These decorationn are natural granoes, which never derogate 
greatness; and a number of shades playing on the surface, over 
of those beautiful forms into which it may be cast, enliven tha 
whlch^ while it prevails, reduces the merit of one of the noble 
in nature to that of mere space. To fill that space with objeo 
beauty; to delight the eye aftor it has been struck; to fix the 
tion where it has been caught; and to prolong antonishment intd 
tion, are purposes not unworthy of the greatest designs; and iri 
cution productive of embellishments, which in style are not un^ 
scenes of richness and magnificence.

relation* Each of these olumps is composed of several others stij 
ultimately united; each is full of groupes, somotines of no more 1

fused number of pinnacles. The confusion is however avoldedi by 
lug them in succession, not in clusters; and a clump of such tie 
1;herefore more acroeable when it is extended rather in length th 
breadth* 

Th»ee tre iS toeethor must forn either a richt line, or a trin 
disguise the regularity, the distancos should be very different* 
"tinctions in their shapes contribute also to the same end; and v 
in their growths still more* When a strait line consists of two 
nearly similar, and of a third much lower than th^ are, the eve 
eotion in which they stand is hardly disoernible. 

If humbler growths at the extremity can discompose the strict 
gularity, the use of it is thereby recomrionded upon other occasi 
is indeed the variety peculiarly proper for clumps: every appare 
fice affecting the objects of nature, disgusts; and clumps are s 
tingulahed objects, so liable to the suspicion of having been le 
placed on purpose to be so distinguished, that to divert the att 
from these stimptons of art, irregularity in the composition is ra 
portant to them than to a wood or to a grove; being also less ex 
they do not adiait so much variety of outline: but variety of gro^ 
is most observable in a small compass; aAd the several gradation 
may be cast into beautiful figures ♦ 

The extent and the outline of a wood or a grove engage the at 
more than the extremities; but in clumps these last are of the m 
sequence: they determine the form of the whole; and both of them 
generally in sight: great care should therefore be taken to i-ifekq 
agreeable and different* ?he oaae with which they may be compa^j 
bids all similarity between them: for every appearanoe of equal:^ 
g^sta an Idea of art; and therefore a clump as broad as it is Icj 
less the work of nature than one which stretches into length • j 

Another peculiarity of clumps, is the facility v;ith which t' j 
a mixture of trees, and of shrubs; of wood, and of grove; in shj 
every species of plantation* None are more beautiful than tliosi 
are so composed* ^'uch compositions are, however, inoro proper i| 
pact than in straggling clumps: they are aost agreeable when th| 
mass: if the transitions from very lofty to very humble growthd 
thicket to open plantations, be frequent and sudden, the disord^' 
more suited to rude than to elegant scenes*

These fornis cannot all be equally agreeable; and too anxious a scj 
to make them every where pleasing, may, perhaps, prevent their bd 
beaut iful# The effect must often be left to chance; but it shoui 
studiously consulted froii a few principal points of view; and it j 
to make any recess, any prominence, any figure in the outline, bjj 
thus advancing before, or retiring behind one ancbtbher* 

But amidst all the advantages attendant on this species of plj 
it is often exceptionable when corimandod fron a neighbouring^ eraij 
clumps below tho eye lose soue of their principal beauties; and j 
ber of them betray the art of which they are always liable to be| 
pected: they compose no surface of wood; and all effects arisinj^ 
relations between them are entirely kost.
